Only View That, Of Enforcement. 
From the stan(h>pint of the Govern 


ment^the 6nly,s^jnd view is that of 
law enforcement.'Whatever differenc 
es of opinion exist in the views as to 
the wistjom of some of these laws ctn 
be of no concern to the agencies for 
law enforcement. The Executive De- 
partment cannot make the laws. It 
is equally true that it cannot nullify 
laws. To refuse or tto uegfLct to en- 
force a valid enactment of the legisla- 
tive department of government, or to 
enforce it mechanically or half-heart- 
edly or'to wink at its violation, Is 
without justification on any sound 
theory of government. Those who 
ask it or expect at not only contribute 
to lawlessness but destroy the basis 
upon which their own security rests. 
Our safety and happiness lies in obed- 
ience to law by every man, woman 
and child within the domain of our 
Republic, and no one can undermine 
respect for law without being, to that 
extent, an enemy to law and orderly 
government. 


I am opposed to any system of gov- 


ernment in which the rights of any- 
individual or group of individuals'de- 
pend upon the whjm 
or caprice or 


temperamental attitude of any^public 
officials. 


t" 
If any citizen dislikes the law'-under 


which he is living, his relief is thru 
the legislative department of govern- 
nent, and not through those who, un- 
der the constitution, have the sworn 
luty of enforcing the law. As a cit- 
zen cannot choose what laws he will 
obey, so, likewise, those charged with 
aw enforcement cannot choose what 
aws they 
will enforce. The only 


sound position for those w'ho favor re- 
spect for law to take is that*-"those 
:harged- with law enforcement must 
enforce all the laws, and all good citi- 
zens must obey all the laws; neither 
can exercise an right of choice in this 


To those who come to our shores to 


take advantage of American oppor- 
tunities it is becoming to wave the 
hand of welcome. But it is our duty 
to warn them to stay, away unless 
they intend to observe our custom 
and' obey our laws. 


My duty is clear. As long as I am 


the responsible head of the Depart- 
ment of Justice the law will be en- 
forced \vith all the power possessed by 
the government which I am at liberty 
to call to my command."
